OF  THE  COUNTY  BOROUGH  OF  HANLEY. 

Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  you  with  my  Annual 
Report  on  the  Sanitary  condition  of  the  County  Borough 
of  Hanley,  for  the  year  ended  December  31st,  1909. 

Area. — The  County  Borough  of  Hanley  since  its  exten- 
sion on  November  9th,  1905,  has  an  area  of  1962  acres. 

In  April,  1903,  the  two  sub-registration  districts  of 
Hanley  and  Shelton,  in  respect  of  Births  Marriages  and 
Deaths  were  united. 

The  estimated  population  of  the  Borough  at  the  middle 
of  1909,  was  68,831. 

Density  of  Population. — In  1908,  the  density  of  the 
population  of  Hanley  was  34.6  per  acre. 


In  1909,  the  density  of  the  population  was  35.5  per  acre. 
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The  number  of  inhabited  houses  in  the  Borough  was, 
in  the  middle  of  1909,  14,147,  and  the  number  of  empty 
houses,  579. 

The  number  of  people  to  inhabited  houses  was  4.8. 

MIDWIVES  ACT. 

On  March  30th,  1909,  Miss  Alice  Rishton  was  appointed 
Lady  Health  Visitor  and  Inspector  of  Midwives. 

As  Lady  Health  Visitor  her  duties  are  to  visit  houses 
and  give  advice  as  to  the  rearing  of  infants,  the  importance 
of  ventilation,  cleanliness,  &c. 

As  Inspector  of  Midwives  she  has  to  superintend  and 
supervise  the  Midwives  residing  in  the  Borough. 

She  has  been  most  zealous,  active  and  energetic  in 
the  discharge  of  her  important  duties. 

Miss  Rishton  has  written  a report  of  her  work  which 
I have  had  printed  with  this  report. 

MEDICAL  INSPECTION  OF  SCHOOL  CHILDREN. 

The  Hanley  Education  Committee  has  appointed  from 
1st  January,  1910,  Miss  Dorothy  W.  Stevenson,  M B.,Ch.B., 
as  its  School  Medical  Officer,  at  a salary  of  £250  per  annum, 
to  devote  her  whole  time  to  the  work.  The  duties  include 
the  actual  inspection  of  school  children  in  accordance  with 
the  requirements  of  the  Education  (Administrative  Provisions) 
Act,  1907,  and  subsequent  memoranda  of  the  Board  of  Edu- 
cation, and  also  the  inspection  of  any  children  reported  by 
Head  Teachers  to  be  defective  in  any  sense,  the  preparation  * 
of  reports  to  the  Education  Committee,  and  the  Annual 
reports  to  the  Board  of  Education. 


BIRTHS. 

The  Births  registered  in  the  Borough  were  2,154  in  1909, 
a decrease  of  94  on  the  number  registered  in  1908. 


The  birth  rate  was  31.3  per  1000  of  the  estimated  popula- 


tion. 


The  birth  rate  was  lower  than  in  1908,  but  it  was 
much  higher  than  in  the  76  great  towns. 

The  birth  rate  of  the  76  great  towns  was  25.7. 

The  birth  rate  in  1908  was  33. 

Of  the  2,154  births,  1,118  were  males,  1,036  females. 

The  births  out  of  wedlock  were  103,  being  equal  to  4.8 
per  cent,  of  the  total  births. 

The  percentage  of  illegitimate  children  in  the  preceding 
year  was  3.4. 

The  sex  proportion  of  children  born  was  107.9  males 
to  92.6  females. 

In  the  preceding  year  the  percentage  born  was  105 
males  to  95  females. 


DEATHS. 

I have  appended  to  this  report  a Table  of  Deaths  occurring 
in  the  Borough  during  the  year  1909,  classified  according  to 
diseases  and  ages. 

The  records  show  that  1,065  deaths  were  registered  in 
the  Borough.  Of  these  544  were  males,  521  females.  In 
1908,  567  were  males,  546  females.  In  1907,  536  were  males, 
546  females.  In  1906,  562  were  males,  525  females.  In 
1905,  571  were  males,  550  females.  In  1904,  614  were 
males,  550  females.  In  1903,  557  were  males,  489  females, 
In  1902,  the  deaths  of  both  sexes  were  1,130;  in  1901, 
1,189;  in  1900,  1,361;  in  1899,  1,217. 

The  death  rate  was  15.4  per  1000.  This  does  not  include 
the  deaths  in  the  Workhouse,  the  N.S.  Infirmary,  or  the 
Infectious  Diseases  Hospital,  Bucknall. 
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206  deaths  of  inhabitants  of  the  Borough  occurred  in 
institutions  outside  the  town — The  Workhouse,  the  N.S. 
Infirmary,  and  the  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital.  The 
inclusion  of  these  deaths  brings  up  the  death  rate  to  18.4. 

In  1908  the  death  rate  for  the  Borough  was  18.6  ; in 
1907,  19  ; in  1906,  19.6  ; in  1905,  19.9  ; in  1904,  18.5  ; 
in  1903,  16.4;  in  1902,  18;  in  1901,  19.2;  in  1900,  22; 
in  1899,  19.9. 

(The  death  rate  for  the  76  great  towns  was  15.6). 

Death  rate  for  the  last  10  years,  1899  to  1908  was  19.1. 

The  Zymotic  death  rate  was  1.9  per  1000  without  the 
deaths  in  the  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital.  In  1908  it  was 
1.6  ; in  1907,  2.2  ; in  1906,  3 ; in  1905,  2.5  ; in  1904,  3.3  ; 
in  1903,  2.3;  in  1902,  3.2;  in  1901,  3.2;  in  1900,  3.7; 
in  1899,  2.6  ; including  the  deaths  in  the  Public  Institutions, 
the  Zymotic  death  rate  would  be  2.5  per  1000. 

Measles  and  Diarrhoea  were  the  two  principal  causes 
of  death  from  Zymotic  diseases. 

The  death  rate  for  the  76  great  towns  for  seven  chief 
epidemic  diseases  was  1.42. 

The  deaths  of  children  under  one  year,  to  1000  births, 
were  149. 

In  the  76  great  towns  there  were  118  under  one  year  to 
1000  births. 

In  1908  the  deaths  of  the  children  under  one  year  to 
1000  births  were  157  ; in  1907,  160  ; in  1906,  159  ; in  1905, 


193;  in  1904,  206;  in  1903,  170;  in  1902,  170;  in  1901, 
190  ; in  1900,  209  ; in  1899,  216. 


The  deaths  of  children  under  one  year,  to  1000  births, 
were  32  less  than  in  1908. 

Unfortunately  female  labour  is  still  very  much  utilized 
in  the  Potteries

SMALL-POX. 

Small-pox  was  again  conspicuous  by  its  absence. 

Every  encouragement  is  now  given  to  objectors  to 
vaccination. 

History  probably  will  repeat  itself  and  at  the  next 
outbreak  of  Small-pox  there  will  be  the  same  rush  to  be 
vaccinated  as  in  the  years  1902,  1903,  and  1904. 

MEASLES. 

Every  two  years  or  three  years  we  have  a more  or  less 
severe  Epidemic  of  Measles,  the  last  was  in  1907. 

In  April  and  May  there  were  several  cases  of  Measles 
in  the  town,  but  instead  of -spreading  in  the  usual  way,  there 
was  a decline  in  the  number  of  notifications  in  June  and 

J uly .

In  August  there  was  an  increase,  and  in  September, 
October,  and  November  we  had  a severe  Epidemic.  In 
September,  58  cases  ; October,  234  ; November,  155  ; 
and  in  December,  49.

The  notification  of  Measles  is  voluntary,  and  only  the 
first  case  in  each  household  is  notified. 

The  notifications  do  not  represent  the  total  number  of 
children  suffering  from  Measles. 

We  heard  through  the  School  Authorities  of  97  cases 
of  Measles  that  were  not  notified. 

In  September  there  were  6 deaths  from  Measles  ; in 
October  9 ; in  November,  23  ; and  in  December,  8. 

Six  deaths  occurred  in  the  previous  months. 

The  Epidemic  started  in  the  Eastwood  Ward,  but  it 
afterwards  spread  throughout  the  Borough. 

Means  taken  to  preyent  the  spread  of  Measles. 

In  all  cases  notified  the  houses  were  visited  by  a 
Sanitary  Inspector,  and  printed  and  verbal  instructions 
given  as  to  the  isolation  of  the  patients. 

Notices  were  also  sent  to  the  School  Authorities  that 
no  child  was  to  be  admitted  from  a house  with  Measles  foi 
a month  after  the  commencement  of  the  illness. 
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The  premises  were  disinfected  with  Formalin. 

So  severe  was  the  Epidemic  that  I thought  it  necessary 
to  close  all  the  Infant  Schools  in  the  Borough  for  four  weeks 
from  October  6th,  and  to  extend  the  closing  order  for  an- 
other four  weeks  from  November  4th. 

Although  the  notifications  of  Measles  decreased,  it 
was  still  so  prevalent  that  I thought  it  necessary  to  con- 
tinue the  closure  of  the  Infant  Departments  for  another 
three  weeks  until  the  Christmas  holidays  commenced.

SCARLET  FEVER. 

253  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  notified  in  1909,  as  com- 
pared with  110  in  1908,  183  in  1907,  395  in  1906,  328  in 
1905,  and  352  in  1904. 

192  were  removed  to  the  Hospital. 

The  cases  not  removed  were  isolated  as  much  as  possible. 
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There  were  no  deaths  in  Hanley,  but  4 amongst  the 
patients  removed. 

Including  deaths  at  the  Hospital,  the  death  rate  from 
Scarlet  Fever  was  1.5  per  1.000. 

The  infection  was  not  traceable  to  the  milk  supply. 

DIPHTHERIA. 

267  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  notified,  as  against  165 
in  1908,  197  in  1907,  182  in  1906,  145  in  1905,  304  in  1904, 
472  in  1903,  356  in  1902,  and  328  in  1901. 

This  is  an  increase  of  102  on  1908.

14  deaths  occurred  in  Hanley,  9 more  than  in  1908.  In 
1901  the  number  that  died  in  Hanley  was  55  ; in  1902,  44  ; 
in  1903,  44  ; in  1904,  19  ; in  1905,  7 ; in  1906,  10  ; in  1907, 
3 ; and  in  1908,  5. 


There  were  17  deaths  in  the  Hospital,  making  altogether 
31  deaths.  The  death  rate  from  Diphtheria  was  .45  ; in 
1908  it  was  0.1. 

The  cases  were  scattered  all  over  the  town. 


Precautions  taken  to  check  the  spread  of  the  Disease. 

All  the  premises  were  visited,  all  children  that  could 
not  be  isolated  were  removed  to  the  Hospital. 

Those  who  remained  were  carefully  isolated. 
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The  premises  and  clothes  were  disinfected. 

The  notification  to  the  Headmasters  of  Schools  of  cases 
that  occurred,  along  with  the  names  of  the  children  attending 
school  from  the  affected  house,  and  the  use  of  anti-toxin 
as  a prophylactic,  for  which  the  medical  men  of  the  town 
were  paid  2/6  for  the  first  person  injected,  and  1/-  for  every 
other  person  in  the  same  house. 

I am  glad  to  say  that  the  use  of  slates  and  slate  pencils 
is  abolished  in  the  schools. 

177  cases  were  removed  to  the  Hospital. 

Wherever  sanitary  defects  were  found,  notice  was 
immediately  given  to  have  the  same  remedied. 

Mr.  Burndred,  the  Milk  Shops  Inspector,  and  I made  a 
special  investigation  into  the  condition  of  all  the  Milk  Shops 
from  which  Milk  had  been  supplied  to  houses  where  there 
had  been  cases  of  Diphtheria. 

We  found  them  all  in  farly  good  condition,  and  could  not 
discover  any  cause  of  Infection. 

ENTERIC  FEVER, 

86  cases  of  Enteric  Fever  were  notified  during  1909,  25 
more  than  in  1908.

Typhoid  Fever  I am  sorry  to  report  is  still  prevalent 
in  the  Borough. 

I have  made  special  investigation  into  each  case,  in 
one  there  were  sanitary  defects  on  the  premises,  others  were 
in  new  and  to  all  appearance  perfectly  healthy  houses. 

The  milk  supply  in  almost  every  case  was  different,  and 
there  did  not  appear  to  be  any  infection  through  shell  fish 
or  celery. 

56  cases  were  removed  to  the  Bucknall  Hospital,  12 
deaths  occurred  there. 

4 deaths  occurred  in  the  N.S.  Infirmary  and  Work- 
house. 

37  cases  were  at  premises  with  Water  Closets. 

28  ,,  ,,  Cottage  Basins. 

6 ,,  ,,  Fowler’s  Closets. 

13  ,,  ,,  Rochdale  Pans. 


OPHTHALMIA  NEONATORUM. 

On  October  5th,  1909,  the  notification  of  cases  of  Oph- 
thalmia Neonatorum  commenced. 

There  have  been  3 notifications  under  this  Act. 

Where  assistance  in  nursing  and  in  medical  attend- 
ance was  required  the  necessary  steps  were  taken  to  pro- 
vide it.

PHTHISIS. 

On  January  1st,  1909,  the  Public  Health  (Tuberculosis) 
Regulation  came  into  force. 

This  requires  Medical  Officers  of  Poor  Ivaw  Districts 
and  of  Workhouse  Infirmaries  to  notify  to  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  all  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  under 
their  care. 

There  have  been  67  cases  notified. 

These  cases  have  been  visited,  and  verbal  and  printed 
directions  given  as  to  the  Sanitary  Precautions  to  be  taken 
by  the  patients. 

DISEASES  OF  ANIMALS  ACT. 

There  have  been  no  cases  of  glanders,  anthrax,  and 
hydrophobia  reported  under  this  Act. 

DIARRHOEA. 

There  were  37  deaths  from  Diarrhoea  ; 29  were  of 

children  under  one  year  of  age. 

The  deaths  were  most  numerous  in  August,  September, 
and  October. 


DISINFECTOR. 

We  have  now  a very  efficient  disinfector,  and  since  we 
have  had  the  use  of  a horse  the  disinfecting  has  been  carried 
out  much  more  expeditiously  and  with  the  minimum  of 
inconvenience  to  the  relatives  of  the  patient. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  water  comes  from  natural  springs  issuing  from  the 
Mill-Stone  Grit  at  Wall  Grange  and  deep  wells  in  same  forma- 
tion at  Stockton  Brook,  and  also  from  deep  wells  in  the 
Bunter  New  Red  Sandstone  at  Hatton.  It  is  pumped  up  to 
reservoirs,  one  of  which  is  at  Birches  Head,  the  highest  point 
in  the  Borough,  and  from  thence  flows  through  the  mains  by 
gravitation,  The  supply  is  constant. 
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Herewith  I give  a copy  of  a recent  analysis.

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HOUSING  OF  THE  WORKING  CLASSES  ACTS. 

Under  these  Acts  notices  have  been  served  on  the  owners 
of  the  following  houses  in  the  Borough  : — 

16,  18,  20,  22,  Chell  Street. 

31  and  33,  Back  Uongfield  Street. 

100  and  102,  Etruria  Road. 

The  houses  in  Chell  Street  and  Etruria  Road  have  been 
closed  by  the  owners. 

The  houses  in  Uongfield  Terrace  were  repaired. 

BLACK  SMOKE  NUISANCE. 

During  the  past  year  there  has  been  an  increase  in  the 
number  of  manufacturers  who  are  taking  active  steps  to 
prevent  the  nuisance  as  far  as  possible.  Three  Patent  Smoke 
Consuming  Appliances  have  also  been  produced  by  local 
firms.  Local  Authorities  throughout  the  country  now  seem 
to  be  taking  a greater  inretest  in  the  prevention  of  the  Black 
Smoke  Nuisance.  An  Exhibition  was  held  at  Sheffield  during 
the  year,  and  conferences  of  Local  Authorities  and  persons 
interested  took  place  in  order  to  discuss  the  question. 

SALE  OF  FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACTS. 

Under  the  sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts  117  samples 
have  been  taken. 

During  the  year  7 informal  samples  have  been  obtained 
with  a view  to  ascertaining  if  there  was  any  adulteration 
taking  place,  without  the  shopkeepers’  knowledge  of  the 
reason  of  the  purchase.  In  no  case  was  adulteration  found, 
although  in  obtaining  the  formal  samples  an  agent  has  been 
employed  in  the  majority  of  cases. 

FOOD  AND  MEAT  INSPECTION. 

During  the  year  I seized  a quantity  of  beef  in  a slaughter- 
house which  was  diseased,  and  had  it  destroyed. 

«# 

The  owner  was  summoned  before  the  Magistrates  and 
fined  £5  and  costs. 
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1 also  examined  a quantity  of  rabbits  in  the  Covered 
Market  as  it  seemed  probable  they  would  not  keep.  With 
the  consent  of  the  owner  they  were  taken  to  the  Destructor. 

At  the  request  of  the  owner,  with  Mr.  Jackson,  Sani- 
tary Inspector,  I examined  a quantity  of  potatoes  (about 
four  tons)  which  had  been  received  at  a warehouse,  a 
large  proportion  of  them  were  quite  unfit  for  food,  and  2| 
tons  were  destroyed. 

LODGING  HOUSES. 

The  Lodging-houses  have  been  inspected  by  myself  and 
the  Inspectors. 

They  are  all  fairly  clean,  but  are  registered  to  accommo- 
date more  inmates  than  our  modern  ideas  of  necessary 
cubic  space  would  approve. 

In  most  of  the  houses  the  average  number  of  lodgers 
is  only  two-thirds  of  the  number  they  are  registered  for. 

SLAUGHTER  HOUSES. 

There  are  Public  Abattoirs  in  Hanley,  consisting  of  five 
separate  Slaughter-houses. 

There  are  17  Private  Slaughter-houses,  these  are  visited 
by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  at  times  of  slaughtering. 

There  is  no  Inspector  with  a Special  Certificate  in  Meat 
Inspection. 

There  were  no  carcases  found  to  be  tuberculous  ; but  there 
was  some  meat  seized,  and  proceedings  taken  as  stated  in 
the  paragraph  referring  to  Food  and  Meat  Inspection. 

BAKEHOUSES. 

There  are  49  Bakehouses  in  Hanley,  5 have  machinery, 
and  therefore  rank  as  factories. 

The  vSanitary  Inspectors  have  paid  them  several  visits 
during  the  year. 
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They  all  comply  with  the  regulations,  some  are  quite 
modern  and  large  buildings,  others  old  and  comparatively 
small. 

There  are  no  cellar  bakehouses  in  the  Borough. 

FACTORY  AND  WORKSHOPS  ACTS. 

Under  the  Factory  and  Workshops  Acts,  278  inspections 
have  been  made  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors. 

The  number  of  Workshops,  including  Bakehouses,  on 
the  register  is  330. 

The  number  of  workpeople  employed  in  the  Workshops 
at  the  times  when  visited  were  171  males,  140  females,  and 
108  young  persons. 

72  Workrooms  were  measured,  and  forms  showing  the 
cubical  contents  of  air  space,  with  the  number  allowed  to 
work  therein,  both  ordinary  and  overtime,  were  fixed  in 
each  workroom. 

Notices  or  verbal  intimations  were  given  to  the  persons 
in  default  where  the  defects,  tabulated  in  the  list,  were 
discovered,  and  most  of  the  nuisances  were  abated,  and  the 
rest  are  in  hand. 

The  majority  of  the  workshops  were  kept  in  a clean 
and  satisfactory  condition. 

During  the  year  there  has  been  an  increase  of  3 in  the  lists 
of  outworkers  sent  in,  furnishing  the  particulars  of  the  names 
and  addresses  of  contractors  and  workmen  employed  by  the 
various  tradesmen. 

25  visits  to  such  outworkers’  premises  were  made,  and 
they  were  found  to  be  in  a fairly  satisfactory  state.

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REPORT  OF  LADY  HEALTH  VISITOR  AND  INSPECTOR 

OF  MIDWIVES. 


Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  of  submitting  to  your  notice  the  follow- 
ing report  of  my  work,  from  April  to  December,  1909. 

During  the  above  period  I have  made  a total  of  2,568 
visits. 

I have  inspected  890  houses  in  various  parts  of  the  town. 
Many  of  them  were  in  bad  sanitary  condition,  if  due  to  the 
neglect  of  the  tenant  advice  was  given  as  to  how  it  might 
be  remedied  ; other  defects  were  reported  to  the  Sanitary 
Inspectors. 

Four  notices  have  been  served  for  overcrowding,  and 
many  warnings  given. 

My  efforts  have  been  to  awaken  the  interest  of  the  people 
on  the  simple  laws  of  health,  and  to  show  the  effects  of  clean- 
liness and  ventilation  in  the  home,  especially  the  sleeping 
rooms.  It  is  surprising  to  find  the  food  lying  about  at  all 
times  of  the  day,  absorbing  and  taking  in  dirt  and  disease 
germs,  which  are  the  cause  of  disease.  If  mothers  only  knew 
and  bestowed  a little  more  care  on  the  keeping  of  food  there 
would  be  less  suffering  from  Diarrhoea. 

To  try  and  stimulate  them  to  better  conditions  of  living, 
and  to  see  that  instructions  have  been  carried  out,  430  re- 
visits have  been  made. 

In  166  cases  I found  the  women  out  at  work.  There 
were  no  children  in  24  cases,  and  in  43  cases  they  were  put 
out  to  nurse,  the  remainder  going  to  school  or  left  in  charge 
of  some  responsible  person. 

I have  endeavoured  to  advise  the  mothers  as  to  the 
proper  feeding  and  management  of  children,  leaflets  on  the 
feeding  of  infants  being  left  in  most  cases.  Much  ignorance 
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and  carelessness  prevails  in  regard  to  children,  often  they 
are  taken  out  into  the  cold  with  very  little  covering  on, 
this  is  to  harden  from  the  parents  point  of  view,  but  often 
Bronchitis  or  some  other  complaint  is  the  result.  Most 
of  the  babies  are  breast  fed,  failing  this,  cows’  milk,  or  Nestle’s 
is  generally  used,  very  few  being  fed  on  Patent  Foods.  The 
boat  shaped  bottle  is  becoming  more  common,  thus  dis- 
pensing with  the  long  tubes  which  cause  so  much  disease 
amongst  infants. 

I have  made  702  visits  to  Infectious  Diseases,  including 
Measles,  Erysipelas,  Puerperal  Fever,  and  Ophthalmia 
Neonatorum.  Most  of  these  cases  were  notified  by  doctors, 
97  notified  from  schools,  and  a good  many  were  notified  by 
parents.  Much  good  was  rendered  in  this  way,  as  I was 
brought  in  touch  with  many  parents  that  I should  probably 
not  have  otherwise  seen,  and  I was  able  to  render  assistance 
in  several  poor  cases.  To  see  that  the  patients  were  being 
properly  cared  for  and  isolated,  141  re-visits  were  made. 

The  School  Officials  have  reported  37  defective  and 
neglected  children.  Visits  were  made  to  their  homes,  and  the 
parents  were  warned  to  improve  the  condition  of  the  children, 
or  otherwise  obtain  treatment  to  remedy  defects.  Several 
cases  have  been  reported  to  the  N.S.P.C.C.,  and  some  are 
under  observation  at  the  present  time. 

There  are  25  registered  Midwives  residing  in  the  Borough. 
There  were  formerly  28,  3 having  surrendered  their  certi- 
ficates on  account  of  old  age  and  ill  health. 

Only  4 of  these  25  Midwives  are  certified  by  examina- 
tion. Several  of  them  can  neither  read  nor  write. 

I have  visited  them  at  their  homes,  and  examined  their

case  books  and  bags.  Complaints  have  had  to  be  made 
sometimes  because  they  have  not  filled  in  their  case  books. 
Meetings  have  been  held  in  the  office,  and  instructions  given 
as  to  the  carrying  out  of  their  duties,  according  to  the  Rules 
of  the  Central  Midwives  Board. 
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Special  attention  has  been  paid  to  the  treatment  and  care 
of  the  eyes.  Pamphlets  on  the  notification  of  Ophthalmia 
Neonatorum  have  been  given  to  each  Midwife. 

To  investigate  their  mode  of  practice,  132  births  have 
been  visited,  On  the  whole  they  are  satisfactory.
